HOSTILE INVASION
OF NEGRO M.

Challenged White Men in Missis-
sippi Fire Upon Crowd With
TFatal Results.

Cleveland, Miss., July 21.—This morning at
1:30 o'clock about 100 negroes, none
of whom was known, rode into Cleveland,
and, stopping a party of threa white men
on the maln street, made threatening dem-
onstrations, Belng called upon to glve
their names, they answered by bringing
their rifies Into play.

One of the negroes was killed on the mpot,
another was wounded and is reported to
have been found this morning on the out-
skirts of town, and the others escaped, al-
though it is suppo=ed that more than three
were hurt. They were armed with Win-
chester rifies and were well mounted.

Excitement was at fever heat during the
remainder of the night. Squads of armed’
men patrolled the strests until daylight.
The trouble grew out of the lynching of
Jesse Phlllips in the earller part of the
night. The negroes in this sectlion are or-
ganized Into “lodges,’ ‘‘secret orders,"
“protective socleties” and such, and as Phil-
lips was a leader among them it was fmu-eq
an attempt would be made to avenge his
death.
